After the hearing, area taxing 
authorities will have 60 days to 
decide whether or not to exempt 
their taxes from DDA capture; 
therefore, the City Council must 
wait 60 days following the hearing 
to take a vote on the boundaries and 
establishment of the DDA.

Caution 
used in 
Range 40

A fire at Camp Grayling’s Range 
40 has scorched approximately 
3,000 acres north of Grayling since 
Saturday, May |. 

Department of Natural resources 
spotter pilots have reported that the 
smoke column from the fire 
reached 9,000 feet late Sunday 
evening. 

Residents in the Otsego Lake 
area of southern Otsego County 
saw smoke carried to their area by 
winds coming out of the southeast. 
Smoke also could be seen as far 
away as St. Helen in Roscommon 
County. 

The fire was reported sparked by 
an explosion at the range. Fire 
fighters have kept watch of the sit- 
uation to make sure the fire did not 
leave the fenced area of the range. 
On Monday, May 3 the fire made 
its way outside the fenced area and 
brought concern to those living in 
the area on the northern fringe of 
the range. 

Fire fighters moved in quickly to 
put out the blaze on Monday, how- 
ever no fire fighting efforts will 
take place on the ground inside the 
fenced area due to leftover ord- 
nance that poses a danger of deto- 
nation. 

“We know what has been used 
there in the past 40 years,” said 91! 
Dispatch Operator and Grayling 
Township fire fighter Jim Baker. 
“We just don’t know what was left 
there previous to that.” 

Camp Grayling, Otsego and 
Crawford area fire fighters will 
continue to monitor and extinguish 
hot spots over the next few days. 

Note: There is currently a “Red 
Flag Fire Warning” in effect - no 
burning is allowed.

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Local jack pine ecosystem thrives after fires

Crawford County is immersed in a 
jack pine forest, which requires cau- 
tion now that the fire season is upon 
us. 

This jack pine ecosystem experi- 
ences extreme temperature and dry- 
ness, causing it to be prone to fire. 
The jack pine community is 
extremely well adapted to fire, and is 
dependent on fire for its actual exis- 
tence. 

Dense stands of relatively young 
trees scattered among smail grasses 
and sedge openings, best describes 
this special ecosystem. It is often 
called the jack pine “plains” or “bar- 
rens." Although lowland areas of 
aspen, birch, maple, cedar, and 
spruce exist, its vegetation is primar- 
ily sparse and dry. 

The process by which early plant 
communities are replaced or suc- 
ceeded by later communities is

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called succession. While the jack 
pine forest contains few old trees, 
groves generally represent both the 
early and late successional stages. 
The jack pine ecosystem, perpetuat- 
ed by the recurrence of fires, have 
greater productivity than mature sys- 
tems, since they capture the sun's 
energy more efficiently thereby pro- 
ducing plant and animal material at a 
faster rate than mature forests. 

The jack pine forest is extremely 
diverse, creating a rich surface of 
habitats, including prairie and grass- 
land species, coniferous and decidu- 
ous trees, and enough combinations 
of these habitats to support "edge" 
species, which may be various trees 
or animals that feed in the area. 
Many of the plants and animals 
found here are endangered, threat- 
ened, or rare, such as the Kirtland’s 
warbler, which nests in no other for- 
est in the world. 

Such an ecosystem thrives on sand 
dunes and on sandy glacial plains, 
where the trees often occur in dense 
stands. The jack pine is called a 
“fire species" because wildfires 
sweep through the stands, killing the 
trees and preparing the ground for a 
new stand. In this process, the jack 


pine seeds are released from their 
cones. 

The majority of jack pine cones 
are sealed with a special resin, which 
prevents the cones from drying out 
and releasing their seeds, except 
under particular conditions. The 
resin melts at 112 degrees 
Fahrenheit, easily achieved during a 
forest fire and often reached on bare 
ground in open sunlight on a bright 
summer day. When the resin is 
melted, the cones open and release 
seeds from within the cone barrier. 
These resinous cones are called 
serotinous cones. 

Not al} jack pine cones are seroti- 
nous. Most jack pines have a few 
cones each year which are non- 
serotinous. Such cones open in the 
fall. and provide a source of seeds if 
fires do not occur. 

Under proper conditions, the 
seeds germinate almost immediately 
after falling. When moisture is lack- 
ing, however, some seeds go into 
dormancy, often lasting up to three 
years or more. Studies have shown 
that jack pine seedlings will contin- 
ue to sprout, up to three years after a 
forest fire. This adaptation helps 
guard against the loss of all the 


young seedlings due to an unusually 
dry summer or extremely hard frost. 

In Michigan, jack pines are often 
crooked and short and are not gener- 


ally considered a favorite tree of © 
many people. In some places of the . 
Upper Peninsula and north into | 


Ontario, they grow much taller and 
straighter. Much of the difference is 
due to insects and other problems 


which afflict the tree in lower | 
Michigan, the southern limit of the | 


tree's natural range. 


The long wood fibers of jack pine | 
make it ideal for the manufacture of ° 


strong papers. Harvest generally 


attempts to mimic the effects of a _ 


wildfire and the soil is prepared for 


seeding or planting to establish a ~ 


new stand. 


Jack pine pollen is shed in late 


May or early June and sometimes 
forms large clouds resembling 


smoke rising from the tree tops. It _ 


settles on the ground and forms a 
yellow border around puddles and a 


thin, yellow line on everything else | 


within miles of the tree. 


Now that fire season is upon us, — 
residents of Crawford County are 


encouraged to be extremely careful 
around our jack pine forests.

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Crawford schools wrestle with handling threat

Reaction by the Crawford 
AuSable School Board, administra- 
tors and local law enforcement to a 
threat written on a boys’ bathroom 
wall at Grayling High School on 
Thursday, April 29, has been calm, 
yet proactive. 

A total of 11 meetings were 
scheduled for students, school staff 
and parents to become informed of 
the facts, as well as to discuss the 
matter that prompted a precaution- 
ary school closure on April 30. 

“In light of all the rumors and the 
recent incident at Columbine High 
School, we decided to cancel 
school,” said Crawford County 
Sheriff Dave Lovely. 

“Parents were concemed for the 
safety of their kids and we chose to 
err on the side of caution,” Lovely 
added. 

The message, reading “Prepare to 
die 4-30-99, 2 p.m.,” was discovered 
by a custodian at the beginning of 
6th hour and reported immediately 
to Crawford County Juvenile 
Officer Deputy Shawn Kraycs who 
was on duty at the school. 

Photos were taken of the message 
and the walls dusted for fingerprints. 
Sheriff Lovely said it was very for- 
tunate that the wall had been washed 
just minutes before the graffiti was 
discovered and a hand print was 
clearly evident. 

A unit from the Michigan State 
Police, using a bomb-sniffing dog, 
was Called in to search the school 
Thursday night. No bomb or evi- 
dence of a bomb was found and the 
school was secured. 

As a precautionary measure only, 
all schools were closed on Friday as 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds, the 
school board and faculty members 
from each school met to discuss how 
to handle the issue at each age level. 

A letter was mailed early Friday 
afternoon to every child’s home in 
the district, informing parents of the 
facts of the incident and inviting 
them to any of the scheduled meet- 
ings that began on Monday, May 3 
through Wednesday, May 5. 

Cost of closing the schools for the 
day to the district, law enforcement 
and families, whose schedules were 
interrupted by the hoax, is hard to 
determine. 

“Juveniles don’t realize the 
unnecessary monumental cost te law, 
enforcement in dealing with. a 
hoax,” said Lovely. 

“It is a shame that someone felt 
the need to make light of a horrible 
situation by pulling such a prank,” 
said high school principal Judy 
Gorski to the sophomore class on 
Monday morning. 

Gorski spoke to each class to con- 
vey information and dispel rumors 
of an alleged hit list that named 
school athletes as targets. Sheriff 
Lovely said that the student accused 
by other students of stating some- 
thing about a hit list has been thor- 
oughly investigated and no evidence 
of such a list, nor illegal weapons or 
explosives were found at his resi- 
dence. 

Reynolds stated the the student’s 
parents are deeply concemed for the 
safety of their child since the accu- 
sations have been made and that 
their child will finish the school year 
as a homebound student. 

Gorski told her student body of 
670 that they needed to be kinder to 
each other and support each other... 
to stop the spread of rumors by 
refusing to discuss with others 
things you have no true facts about.

Kraycs. 


CLASS MEETING - The meeting held for the Class of 2001 
on Monday, May 3, was only one of many meetings the 
Crawford AuSable School Board scheduled to get the facts out 
about a threat made at the high school, dispel rumors, and have 
an open discussion of:issues related to school safety. 


She also informed them of the con- 
sequences of any threat made, 
whether jokingly or otherwise. 

“All threats of violence or acts of 
violent behavior will be reason for 
expulsion from this school,” 
Reynolds said, backing up the prin- 
cipal. 

The students were also instructed 
to report to a trusted adult any vio- 
lent behavior or comments they may 
witness that refer to or threaten a 
violent act. Reynolds said the adult 
need not be at school. “Tell your 
parents, tell a friend’s parent or tell 
someone here at school that you 
trust.” 

Gorski also remarked to the stu- 
dents that at least two people within 
the high school know who wrote the 
threat on the boys’ room wall and 
she expects that the crime will be 
solved in the near future. 


A question and answer session 
followed each presentation at each 
meeting. Sophomores asked 
Reynolds about future security at the 
building. 

“No matter how hard we try, we 
cannot make this school perfectly 
safe, but we can make it as safe as it 
possibly can be,” said Reynolds. 
“The reality is there are no guaran- 
tees anyone will be anywhere at 
anytime.” 

A new hall pass policy will be put 
into place, scaling down the amount 
of traffic in school hallways while 
classes are in session and halls are 
mostly unattended by staff or hall 
monitors. 

How law enforcement will use the 
clues from the prints, one thing is 
certain, fingerprinting all the boys 
would be a legal nightmare and 
unlikely, according to Kraycs.

New taxi service available in Grayling area

There is a new way to get around 
town in Grayling. Milltown Taxi 
began delivering citizens to their 
destinations at the beginning of 
April. 

Owners Larry Kneff and Betty 
Gardiner are fully licensed and 
have two cars serving as taxis - a 
full size passenger car and a full 
size station wagon. 

Kneff and Gardiner are lifelong 
residents of Grayling and saw a 
need for a taxi service, especially 
for those leaving bars who have 
had a little too much to drink. 

“Rides home from bars have 
been a big part of our business,” 
said Gardiner. “Some people say 
we are too expensive, but we tell 
them that a $10 ride is cheaper than 
$1,000 in fines if they get stopped 
for drunk driving.” 

Milltown Taxi charges $1 for 
pick-up and $1 per mile. The 


amount of riders to one destination 
does not effect the price. Taxi ser- 
vice is available 24-hours per day 
and seven days a week. 

For many people who have been 
taken to the hospital by ambulance, 
Milltown Taxi has been called to 
provide their rides home. 

Gardiner said her company is 
hoping to help out senior citizens 
and those with handicaps. ‘““We are 
unable to lift people from wheel- 
chairs, but if a rider can get from a 
wheelchair into one of our cars we 
are happy to give them a ride.” 

Milltown Taxi has applied for a 
drunk driving deterrent grant they 
learned of through New Life 
Community Services. 

“Our main goal is to keep drunk 
drivers off the road. We take pride 
in what we do,” said Gardiner, then 
added, “We hope to be here for a 
long, long time.” 

Milltown Taxi is also offering

NASA astronaut/scientist to 
speak at teacher workshop 


A Michigan astronaut who 
helped orchestrate the safe return 
of the crippled Apollo 13 space- 
craft nearly 20 years ago will help 
teachers turn students on to learn- 
ing at a May 22 workshop in 
Lansing. The Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) will host the annual 
Aviation/Aerospace Teacher 
Workshop at Lansing’s Capital 
City Airport. , 

University of Michigan profes- 
sor Dr. Anthony England, who 
served NASA during the Apollo 
moon missions and aboard 
Spacelab II, is one of two nation- 
ally-recognized aerospace experts 
scheduled to speak. 

Dr. England will join fellow U 
of M professor Dr. Roberta 
Johnson, an associate research sci- 
entist at the university’s Space 
Physics Research Laboratory and 
principal developer of a new edu- 
cation web site called “Windows 
to the Universe.” 

“Most youths have a natural 
curiosity with flight and outer 
space,” said Bill Gehrnan, MDOT 
Deputy Director of Aeronautics. 
“This workshop will show teach- 
ers in all subject areas how to con- 
vert this curiosity into learning 
through highly motivating educa- 
tional lessons and experiences that 
set students on a course for life- 
long success.” Dr. England joined 
the Apollo program in 1967 as a 
scientist astronaut, serving as a 
support crewman for Apollos 13 
and 16. It was during the ill-fated 
flight of Apollo 13 that a quick- 
thinking Dr. England helped 
devise emergency procedures that 
returned the ruptured spacecraft 
and its three-man crew safely to 
Earth from 200,000 miles in 


space. 
Dr. Johnson is the principal 
investigator for U of M’s

Inside the forest visitor center and 
logging camp buildings, exhibits 
and period rooms tell stories of log- 
gers, rivermen and entrepreneurs 
who drove Michigan's white pine 
industry. 

A paved trail through the woods 
leads visitors to the three-hundred- 
year-old Monarch pine, a remnant 
of the ancient forests which once 
covered most of northern Michigan.

Crawford County monumentation plan under way !

For the first time since the 1850s, 
a state-wide effort is being imple- 
mented to validate the corners of 
property with monumentation and 
remonumentation. 

Completion of the monumenta- 
tion project in Crawford County 
will enable the area to utilize a 
computerized mapping system that 
would include the precise location 
of roads, utilities, and property 
lines. 

Today's surveyors have advanced 
technological instruments which 
include a device that gives automat- 
ic measurements of angles between 
corners, and instruments that 
bounce a signal off of a satellite to 
determine the exact longitude and 
latitude of a given point. 

Remonumentation with standard- 
ized markers would assist in the 
documentation and planning of 
roads and utilities, the settlement of 
ownership claims and disputes, and 
the provision of a central data base 
containing information regarding 
counties and townships throughout 
the state. 

"The program was designed to 
reestablish all county corners for 
surveys, whereby all monuments 
would show the beginning points of 
where the land comes together," 
said Crawford County Treasurer, 
Joe Wakeley. 

This is the first time that all 83 
counties will be researched and 
monumented, with approximately 
$25-$30,000 designated for 
Crawford County per year within a 
20 year period. 

"It's just not getting done as fast, 
as we wait for the next year's fund- 
ing,” said Marvin Myers, Crawford 
County Surveyor Representative. 
"We are resetting 20-30 corners per 
year.” 

The first stage of monumentation 
and remonumentation is to research 
the area for its history, or to reestab-

lish an area if some history is miss- 
ing. All corners requiring markers 
shail be established, reestablished, 
or perpetuated using a monument 
specified by the County Surveyor 
Representative. 

The next step is to determine 
whether a corner is "existent," 
“lost,” or "obliterated." 

An “existent” corner is one that is 
found and can be traced back 
through history. A "lost" corner is 
one that was previously estab- 
lished, but whose position cannot 
be recovered beyond a reasonable 
doubt. An "obliterated" corner is 
one that was previously estab- 
lished, but has no remaining traces 
of its marker and its position may 
be recovered beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 


"The markers were originally 


made of wood and then cast iron,” 
said Myers. "And most are rusted 
now." The original corners were 
unusual, resembling stove legs in 
shape. The orginal government 
witness marks (1930’s) and corner 
posts (1852) were lightweight 
wood; almost like driftwood. 

Contemporary monuments are 
made of black notched cast iron, so 
that they will break off in a certain 
area, if hit by something on the 
property. These new monuments 
are buried in the ground, with an 
orange marker posi on top of them 
to identify the area. The actual 
monument is still buried below the 
surface, so that road work or snow- 
mobiles would not hit them. 

Each corner is eventually 
approved for about every one-half 
mile, but can be various lengths 
depending on the _ terrain. 
“Eventually all corners will be tied 
in and we will never lose them 
again,” said Myers. 

Many of the original wood cor- 
ners were lost to fires or were never 
found on historic property lines. 
Today, with the corner in a hole in 
the ground, they are found by using

Concealed weapon bill debate stalls in wake of high school shootings

Lansing — The school shootings in 
Colorado have slowed proposed 
reforms of the Michigan concealed 
weapons laws that would make it 
easier for people to legally carry 
concealed handguns. 

Measures in the House and Senate 
would set uniform standards for 
issuing concealed-pistol permits. 
Action in both chambers has been 
delayed for several weeks as the 
tragedy in Colorado intensifies 
debate on the issue. 

Two students dressed in black 
trench coats and armed with a vari- 
ety of weapons killed 15 people ina 
Littleton, Colorado high school on 
April 20. 

In the Senate, a committee vote 
on a package of bills by Sen. David 
Jaye, R-Washington Township, has 
been pushed back for at least sever- 
al weeks at the request of Senate 
Majority Leader Dan DeGrow, R- 
Port Huron. 

“Out of respect and sympathy for 


the victims and their families 
Senator DeGrow expressed concern 
that this would be an inappropriate 
time to debate gun legislation,” said 
Jennifer Murray, communications 
director for DeGrow. “Sen. Jaye 
agreed and the vote has been post- 
poned.” 

Critics charge that the current 
concealed weapons permit system is 
unfair because each of Michigan’s 
83 county gun boards can set its 
own criteria for granting permits. 
They argue that in many places, 
only retired police officers and those 
who are politically connected 
receive permits. 

Both sets of proposed legislation 
would set uniform criteria for the 
issuance of permits. Jaye’s propos- 
al would eliminate .county gun 
boards entirely and instead have the 
Secretary of State’s office run the 
permit process. Green’s bill would 
retain the gun boards, but would 
require them to grant permits to all 
qualified applicants unless the gun 
board could show that the person 


presented a danger to the communi- 
ty. 

Supporters of the current system 
believe the local gun boards should 
continue to control who can legally 
carry a gun. Proposals to change the 
law are opposed by the Michigan 
Chiefs of Police and the Michigan 
County Prosecutors Association. 

In the House, Rep. Mike Green, 
R-Mayville, cancelled a press con- 
ference on his legislation introduced 
this week, and also delayed a com- 
mittee vote. 

Green said that while a vote has 
been delayed, it’s important that 
committee hearings continue to be 
held on his bills. 

“If we canceled the hearings, 
we'd be sending a message that 
what we’re doing played a part in 
what happened in Colorado,” Green 
said. “The tragedy there has 
absolutely nothing to do with what 
we want to do to allow people in 
Michigan to defend themselves.”

Grayling Soccer Club opens spring season 


The Grayling Soccer Club Team 
(13 and 14 year old) played its first 
doubleheader of the spring season 
last Saturday afternoon at Grayling 
High School. 

In the first match, the team came 
up against a talented Houghton Lake 
squad.

Grayling then settled down and 
the teams exchanged rushes into 
each other’s zones through the end 
of the first half.

MILLAGE WORKS - Grayling 
Recreation Authority (GRA) oper- 
ates on about a $350,000 budget. 
Last year we received $177,330 
from the county. With the money 
GRA offers the community Alpine 
& Nordic skiing, tubing, skating 
and sleigh rides in the winter at 
Hanson Hills. GRA also operates 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
throughout the summer, approxi- 
mately 23 recreation programs & 
12 annual events all year. With pic- 
nic area, playground and about 
1,000 acres of property with multi- 
purpose trails there is virtually 
something for everyone. 

So now lets break it down. 
Hanson Hills is one of the most 
affordable family recreation areas 
in the state. We charge only $250 
for a family membership purchased 
before November 20. To pay for 
this membership a family of four 
has to ski just five times all winter 
long. 

To operate our downhill facilities 
it costs GRA $32.59 per skier yet 
we only charge $14 per adult for an 
all day pass. Thanks to tax dollars 
we offer skiing to families that 
couldn’t otherwise afford it. Head 


40 miles north and be prepared to 
pay $39 per adult skier. 

The same applies to our recre- 
‘ation programs. For example,.GRA 
‘charges $20 for children to play

youth soccer yet it cost GRA in 
1997 $22.41 per child to operate the 
fall program with 180 kids 
involved. 

This spring expenses are relative- 
ly the same but there are only 140 
children participating. This raises 
the cost to GRA $6.43 per child. In 
1997 fall soccer made a total of 
$4,100 ($500 came from team 
sponsorships) and GRA spent 
$4038 leaving a net profit of $62. 

Because GRA has a non-profit 
status, we are able to offer the pub- 
lic services, programs and events 
for a fraction of the price other 
areas could charge. 

Now you ask, “How much does 
this cost me per year?” The 1/2 mill 
we have been operating on cost the 
taxpayer 50 cents per $1,000 prop- 
erty value. In short it cost the aver- 
age resident between $1 and $2 per 
month to operate Hanson Hills. 

SPONSORS SO IMPORTANT 
TO GRA - Sponsors are area busi- 
nesses or residents who donate 
money, supplies, or services to 
GRA for programs or events. 
Without these special gifts many 
programs and events just wouldn’t 
be possible. 

For example, Kite Day, 
Spookfest, and Breakfast with the 
Easter Bunny are provided at 
almost no cost to the public. Area 
sponsors make the events happen
